"'This is the America that we 
know—and should these 
specific 


guarantees ever be abridged it 
would be a different America from 
that which our ancestors founded." 


Statutory Law 
Continuing, Mr. Atkins said that 


after the constitutional law of the 
land therccome the statutory enact- 
ments. Of these ho said, "Law is 
public sentiment crystalized." Not 
all statutory law is entirely wise, 
Ivf.iiddcd, but it represents majority 
opinion at the time of enactment. 
He cited the present Arkansas law 
prohibiting hitch-hikers from ask- 
ing an automobile driver to give 
them a lift.

Colonel Knerr charges flatly that, 


n spite of promises made to the 
uiblic, our 'supreme commanders' 
n the Canal Zone, in the South- 
vest Pacific, at Pearl Harbor and 
)ther strategic places arc being 
namstrung by split authority and 
livided responsibilities. 
These, he intimates, arc poten- 


ially as harmful as the "Alphonse- 
aston disaster at Pearl Harbor." 
7hey result from the same inde- 
ensiblc jealousy among the armed 
services that added months or 
years to this war by permitting 
.he Japs 
temporarily to wreck 


>ur Hawaiian fighting plant. 


There is nothing academic about 


.he problem which Colonel Knerr 
discusses. If what he says, based 
upon facts which have appeared 
n print or are "quite generally 
mown," is true, we may be hoad- 
ng for another debacle worse even 
than Pearl Harbor.

Japs Said to 
Be Using Gas 


Washington — (/P) — President 


Roosevelt told Friday of official 
information that Japan was using 
poison gas against China and de- 
clared that if the Japanese persist- 
ed in this form of warfare the U. S. 
would mete out retaliation in kind 
and in full measure. 


Reports that Japan on several oc- 


,casions resorted to gas.warfare was 
described by Roosevelt to a press 
conference as authoritative. 
He 


read a brief formal statement which 
he said the State Department had 
prepared making it unequivocally 
clear that the U. S. would consider 
the use of gas against China or any 
other United Nation as an action 
against the U. S, 


The statement said: 
"Authoritative reports are reach- 


ing this government of the use of 
Japanese armed forces in various 
localities of China of poison or nox- 
ious gases. I desire to make it un- 
mistakeably clear that if Japan per- 
sists in this inhuman form of war- 
fare against the Chinese or any 
other United Nation such action will 
be regarded by this government as 
though taken against the United 
States and retaliation in kind and 
in full measure will meted out. 


"We shall be prepared to inforce 


complete retribution. Upon Japan 
will rest responsibility."

Marshal Erwin Rommel was re- 


ported Friday to be moving strong 
Axis reinforcement into the bloody

Bir El Hacheim, a desert water- 


hole, is the southern anchor of the 
50 mile British defense line stretch- 
ed across the hot sands to the Med- 
iterranean. 


British headquarters said British 


and Indian troops struck from the 
rear to relieve the Free French and 
Indian garrison at Bir El Hacheim 
after the defenders had twice re- 
jected German demands that they 
surrender. 


Front line dispatches said Rom- 


mel was speeding fresh troops and 
tanks into the battle sector around 
Tobruk in an attempt to relieve 
pressure on a 9-mile corridor which 
the Axis forces had driven into the 
British main defense, 
line. 


British mechanized forces were 


reported slashing at Axis tanks 
holding the breach while German 
dive bombers pounded furiously at 
British positions blocking Rommel's 
advance to Egypt.

We are living today in an age of

murdered, 
and 


murdered, and when the Church 
seems blotted out in large areas 
where 
once 
men 
worshiped in 


peace. We are passing through a 
world's Calvary—but the Resurrec- 
tion story assures us that the Christ 
is not dead. As truly as He re- 
turned and revealed Himself to 
the disciples on that first Resurrec- 
tion morning His power will again 
be reveale dand truth and goodness 
crushed to earth will rise again. It 
is a time to remember the words, 
fully vindicated, that the disci- 
pies in the dark hour forgot, "Be 
of good cheer, I have overcome 
the world." 


Much concerning the Resurrec- 


tion is shrouded in mystery—a my- 
stery that may be made plain 
when we have advanced as far 'in 
the study and knowledge of spirit- 
ual phenomena as we have advanc- 
ed in the knowledge and use of 
material facts and forces; but the 
evidence of the Resurrection 
is 


not only 
inthe Gospel records, 


but in the Gospel history. It was 
the Risen Christ that revived faith 
in a time of dark despair, and that 
not only restored the disciples to 
their mission, but that changed 
the face of history:

tee's fight to keep down non-war 
expenditures; of Rep. Carl Vinson 
and his House naval affairs com- 
mittee; of Rep. Clarence Cannon, of 
Missouri, who, as chairman of the 
House" appropriations committee, 
has invariably given a thorough 
analysis of all proposed expendi- 
tures; of young Rep. Albert Gore, of 
Tennessee, who fought so hard for 
the Baruch anti-inflation program. . 


These men and others have work- 


ed hard, but none has emerged 
vith Congressional laurels 
that 


would cause him to be pointed to as 
new wartime leader on Capitol Hill. 


As for the jitters, they are easily

this is election year, with a third 
of the Senate and all of the House 
laving to face the voters in sum-

By JACK STINNETT 
Washington — Considering 
the 


days since Pearl Harbor one is 
tempted to make a phrase and say, 
"Just as Washington has changed 
its face in the last six months, so 
has it changed its faces."

It is true that nearly 120,000 new 
workers have come to the capital 
since December 7—(and what may 
be startling news; more than 50,000 
of these have gone home again). 
But it is also true that few of these, 
high or low, have made any lasting 
impression so far on the war ef- 
fort. 


With exception of Donald Nelson, 


chief of the War Production Board, 
and Joseph B. Eastman, coordin- 
ator of transportation, most of the 
prominent workers in the war vine- 
yard have been carrying the hod 
around here for a good many years. 


Nelson certainly is the No. 1 'new 


face" in Washington. Since Pearl 
Harbor, the staggering burden oj 
the entire production program has 
been on the husky shoulders of the 
genial former mail order house ex- 
ecutive and although there is plen- 
ty of bluster and blame about de- 
tails in the program, very little oJ 
it has been aimed at Nelson and 
that has been far outweighed by the 
credit for general policies and ac- 
complishments.

ening out our rapidly muddling 
transportation problem is really 
just getting under way, but it will 
move like a tornado from here on.

empt to produce. Hitler knows 
killing civilians will win no battles 
and so has little interest in killing 
civilians. If he can create chaos, 
stop or scramble traffic, halt pro- 
duction, if only for a few hours 
hen the raid has been successful. 


London learned that early. Lon- 


don was ready the night in Scp- 
,ember, 1940, when the Germans 
first came in force. Tens of thou- 
sands of trained men and women 
swept into the streets 
and did 


;heir jobs efficiently. In this one 
field of total war the English were 
ready. 


After New York's twenty-minute 


blackout, someone on 
Madison 


avenue said, "Of course it was jusl 
a trial. We haven't had experience 
yet. We'll be all right after we've 
lad one or two raids." 


To a man with the experience of 


some 1400 hours of German 
air 


raids on English cities, it seem- 
ed an expensive and tragic man- 
ner of learning. People could be 
trained in advance for this emer- 
gency—they have to be trained in 
advance if panic, useless destruc- 
tion and loss of life are to be 
averted. 


People Need More 
Training 
The people want training and 


guidance. The impression grows 
as one travels across the continent 
The people arc not in the war. In 
dustry is in the war. 
American 


machines, mechanics, manufactur 
ers are grinding, riveting and plan 
ning as they never have done be 
fore. 


At Willow Run near Detroit a 


gleaming bomber comes' off the 
line every few minutes; tanks clat 
ter from newly-built factories in 
a mighty stream, acres of shells 
and bombs stand on the concrete 
floors of a hundred plants. Amer- 
ican industry is harnessed anc 
straining at its job. 


You see it in Chicago and in 


Kansas City. Blast furnaces burn 
in the night below the plane tha 
carries you south and west. 


When you talk to generals you 


have the impression that they know 
what is needed and are preparing 
to do it with realism and drive. 


The army will fight when it is 


ready and the men who lead it are 
neither vague nor uncertain as to 
their objectives. The few sailors 
you meet also know what is re 
quired and that time in which to 
do it is running out.

Section 103 provides a penalty of

Hcmpstead county Food-for-Vic- 
n-y gardens have not suffered for 
nek of moisture this season; how- 
ver, 
three or four weeks of dry 


•oathcr in June July, or August 
nay retard the growth or even 
ausc failure of the vegetable crop 
vhich Is earmarked "can for win- 
cr use," says Miss Mary Claude 
Fletcher, county home domonstra- 
ion agent. 
Stressing the fact that a good 
egetablc crop is doubly impor- 
ant this year because of the war, 
fliss Fletcher urged Hcmpstead 
lounty gardeners to consider ir- 
igation as a means ol ensuring 
onlinucd production during hot 
venthcr.
